The third big project for the purification of 
the city’s water supply was entered upon by 


_- | the sanitary district of Chicago yesterday 
hen the first step in the construction of the 


Calumet-Sag drainage canal was authorised. 
With the Evanston and Sag branches of the 
main canal Chicago and its suburbs, from the 
north shore towns to the Indiana cities at the 
foot of Lake Michigan, will have in the lake 
an uncontaminated source of water supply. 
| The flow of the Calumet river, which now 
empties into the lake, will be reversed and 
the whole of the eit sewage will empty 
into the great drainage canal. 

The beginning of the Project was decided 
on at a meeting of the trustees after the com- 
mittee on engineering had reported that 
enough of right of way had been purchased 
to begin excavating. Bias for the construc- 
tion of four miles of the channel were adver- 
tised and one of the conditions of contracts 
will be the immediate beginning of excava- 
tion work. The whole canal will be twenty- 
two miles in length, but the first work, ac- 
cording to President R. R. McCormick, will 
be the excavation of the four miles from the 
Sag through Blue Island and connecting with 
the Little Calumet river. 


Will Serve 700,000 Persons. 

When the whole project is completed, which 
work, it is estimated, will oocupy ned ty five 
years, the southern drainage canal win 
stretch from the mouth of the Calumet river, 
which emptied into Lake Michigan near 
Eighty-ninth street, to ite juncture with the 
big drainage canal between Spring Ferest 
and Lemont.

The Redeemable Investment company was 
organized three years ago as a holding com- 
pany with a capita) of $10,000,000.

and that the stock is not listed as the com- 
pany’s redemption fund furnished, a market 
for the stock on demand at a price in no case 
less than the price pal the company, to-

Maurice C. Lange, an attorney at 145 La 
Salle street, and former justice of the peace 
at Lake View. was found dead yesterday 
afternoon in the gas filled’ kitchen of his 
apartments at 817 Addison street. It is be- 
lieved he ended his life while brooding over 
his mental troubles. 

His body was found by the investigating 

lice seated in a chair before the gas range. 

e had a revolver in hie hand. but it had not 
been diecharged. Seven jets in the back 
zooms of the apartment were found open. 

While the lawyer was gasping out his life 
in the gas filled room‘ Goldy,” a pet canary 
bird, was chirping away in the dining room 
as-though nothing out of the ordinary was 
happening. Lange, it is believed, took the 
little creature from its customary place in 
the kitchen into the dining room because he 
did not wish to end its life with his own. 


Leaves a Note. 


A note, written while Lange was gradually 
7 consciousness from the effects of the 
gas, was found on a küchen table. It reads 


as follows: 

“I am done. No hard feelings against 
any one. Goldy keeps singing. This deed 
must be sanctioned. 2444 is my box number 
in the National Safe Deposit company.

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INDICT WILLIAM BROADWELL 
ON CHARGE OF OLEO PERJURY. 


Federal Grand Jury Says He Answered 
Feteely When He Denied Buying 
Moxley’s Butterine for Bakeries. 


The special federal grand jury yesterday 
morning returned an indiatment against 
WilHam Broadwell, now serving a sentence 
of six years in the federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth for oleomargarine ‘‘ moon- 
shining.” Broadwell is charged with per- 
jury in testimony given before the jury on 
Sept. 8. 

The indictment ts the second returned for 
perjury in the second oleo inquiry, the first 
one being returned against Frank H. Hard- 
ing, cashier and chief clerk of the William 
J. Moxley company, on Oct. 5, 

The two answers on which the indictment 


is based follow: 


Moxley, a corporation, or from any per- 
sons, wrappers ‘bearing the words United 
States inspected and passed. Established 
416 7 was asked of Broad well. 
No,“ was the answer. 
“Did you ever order any butterine or 
nine from William J. Moxley, a 
corporation in the name of any bakery?“ is 
the second question on which the indictment

by Broadwell. 
At the trial of Broadwell, when he was 


arrested for ‘‘ moonshining,” Daniél Bortz, 
an employé, testified to having seen inspec- 
veh wrappers received at the factory and 
also of knowing of Broadwell and his partner, 
Samuel Driesbach, having ordered oleomar- 
garine from the Moxley company.

About half 
the city of Paris, including sections of the 
boulevards, was without electric Nights, and 
many electric cars were stranded for lack 
of power, The Clichy section was first 
plunged into darkness, which extended to 
the ministry of the interior and the palace 
of the Elysee. An attempt was made to in- 
form the prefect of police, M. Lepine, 
but failed, and then it was found the tele. 
phone wires had been cut. A battalion of 
infantry was detailed to protect the palace, 
which is the residence of President Fal- 
leres. The cafés had recourse to Chinese 
lanterns and candles. 

Premier Briand, commenting on the elec- 
triclans’ act, emphasised the revolutionary 
character of the strike movement. It is de- 
lieved a warrant was issued for the arrest 
ef the notorious Pataud, secretary of the 
electricians’ union, who is credited with the 
responsibility of extinguishing the lights.

The mayor's letter was sent in reply toa 
communication he had received from Com- 
missioner Baker inclosing the list which 
Mitchel handed to him as being a list of 1 


orderly places. 
List Is Found Unjustified. 


Mr. Baker said that as a result of his inves- 
tions he had found the Mitchel list was 
unzùstined and that most of the addresses on 
the list were those either of business or 
manufacturing premises or of places against 
which there was no basis for complaint. 
Mr. Gaynor’s reply to Mr. Baker said in 
rt:

C. He will make the 
trip on the armored cruiser North Carolina 
and will be convoyed by the sister ship, the 


Montana, 

„These are the same vessels used by Mr. 
Taft on his Panama trip just before his in- 
auguration. The president will be gone about 
twelve days. The North Carolina and Mon- 
tana can make the journey in each direction 
in four days. This will give Mr. Taft about 
four days on the isthmus. 

The president practically had given up the 
idea of visiting the canal this year until Col: 
George W. Goethals. chief engineer of the 
canal, spent two hours with him thie after- 
noon. At the end of that time Mr. Taft had 
been convinced that the problems confronting 
the officials at Panama require his presence 
on the isthmus. The president e to 
secure first hand information on a mber 
of matters which he will call upon congress 
to deal with at its session. 

Some of the problems to be dealt with in 
the immediate future are the extent and 
character of the fortifications; the fixing of 
tolis for the passage of vessels through the 
canal, a proposed increase in wages, the fu- 
ture management of the Panama. railroad. 
the form of permanent government for the 
cana! zone, and the regulation of the sale of 
coal at the terminus points. The government 
may go into the business of selling coal to 
prevent the possibility of extortion or a mo- 
nopoly. 

The date for opening the Panama canal has 
been set for Jan. 11, 1915. President Taft 
and Col. Goethals believe that it will be com- 
pleted and open long before that time.

President Robert Noren of the garment 
workers’ district council, who 
called upon those who hed joined the union 
to raise their hands. Nearly 1,000 hands 


with cheering. 

Officers of the union said that from 800 to 
1,000 employés, including about 400 women, 
have joined the walkout so far. 


Report to Shop Committees Today. 

Representatives of shop committees at- 
tended the meeting and gathered informa- 
tion about the extent of the strike move- 
ment. They will report back to their shops 
today with a view to inducing those still at 
work to join the strike. 

Speeches were made in Yiddish, Polish, 
German, Bohemian and English. \

of the Garment Workers’ union, e in Chi- 
cago for the purpose of taking charge of 
the strike movement, 

The union did not precipitate this strike,“ 
said he. A few unorganized workers (the 
entire Hart, Schaffner & Marx plant has 
been nonunion) struck when they could 
stand conditions no longer. They came to 
us and begged us to help them. We did not 
want any trouble, but what could we do? 

‘In addition to the wage cut, there is 
general dissatisfaction With the conditions.”

Milton A. Strauss, superintendent of the 
manufacturing department of the firm, gave 
out a statement admitting that about 250 
employés are on strike, but asserted that 
no inconvenience has been experienced. 

A strike of 2,500 bookbinders, including 1,- 
200 bindery women, employed in the blenk 
book industry in Chicago, is threatened as 
a result of a refusal on the part of the em- 
ployers to grant a demand for an increase

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Succotash and Lima Beans. 


UCCOTASH is a végetahle stew made of 
green Indian corn and “shelled”. Weans. 
It is a dish that we learned to make from 
an Indian example. ‘he Narragansett 
Indians taught the Yankees this digh, 
and it is in New England that it has been most 
popular, but wherever the aborigines raised the 
maize, they very likely made the succotash. 

In New England the succotash was made by 
combining the corn scraped from the cob in such 
a Way as to get all the milk, and shelled beans 
of a variety that grew on poles, making the best 
of string beans when the right size and later an 
excellent shelled bean and the succotash. The 
milk of the corn softened and sweetened the 
mealy bean, and the whole made a juicy and 
nourishing dish. A little butter and usually a 
little milk and pepper were the other in 
dients. 

It iz curious that when the recipe got into 
the cook books Lima beans were nearly always 
given as the second ingredient. There are 
recipes also in which string beans are pre- 
seribed.”

Stanton has been in editing the 
“REMINISCENCES OF ROSA BON- 
HEUR,” which most interesting and volu- 
uminous book will be published in the 

course of a few days by Messrs. Appleton & 
Co. Mr. Stanton, who, by the way, is the son 
of the famous woman suffragist, the late Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, has made his home in Paris 
ever since his marriage to a French woman 
when he way a young man. He has known 
a great many distinguished French people dur- 
ing his sojourn in France, among them none 
more interesting than the painter of The 
Horse. Fair,” which, by the way, was bought 
by an American and may now be seen at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York City. 
Rosa Bonheur painted other pictures probably 
as good as this, but none perhaps on so large 
a canvas or containing as many figures all in 
action. 

There is no introduction to this book, for 
some reason best known to its editor, but one 
cannot go astray in assuming that the book 
{a authoritative. Mr. Stanton not only quotes 
copiously from her own words and letters writ- 
ten by her, but he gives the reminigcences of 
her intimate friends, and the book is full of 
portraits of Rosa Bonheur and sketches by her. 
The forbears of this famous woman were peo- 
ple of humble origin, several generations hav- 
ing devoted. themselves to the cultivation of 
the culinary art. 

Rosa Bonheur’s talent for painting was born 
in her. In a letter from her father written to 
his sister in 1824, he says: “ Rosalie is a dear 
little thing, and I must tell you that already 
she has begun to show a taste for the arts. 
She often seizes rfy crayon and scrawls on the 
door and then calls to me: Papa, papa, Lalie 
(Rosalie) makes pictures.’ And she draws 
rounds and strokes innumerable.” 

In Paris the Bonheur family lived in an apart- 
ment in the Rue Rumford. The studio of the 
artist members of the family was on the floor 
above, and there Rosa worked side by side 
with her father and painted the earlier can- 
vases which won for her her first salon honors. 
In the evening the family would sit around 
the table in the apartment where they lived, 
each one busy with pencil drawings or sepia 
sketches, sometimes illustrating the story that 
had been read aloud, especially the tales of 
Walter Scott, which were then the rage of 
France. Years later, Rosa Bonheur visited 
England so that she might go into Scotland and 
travel through Scott's country. She once said 
to Mr. Stanton: “Sir Walter's ardent love for 
animals drew me more closely to him and even 
increased my fondness for the dumb worid, if 
this were possible.” 

M. Robert David @ Angers wrote for Mr. Stan- 
ton this description of Rosa Bonheur as he 
knew her: 

At one period Rosa Bonheur’s studio was near the 
home and studios of my father, in the Rue d'Assas, which 
were blotted out when the Rue de Rennes was cut 
through. She was often im my’ father’s studio, but the 
most vivid recollection I have of her was seeing her 
from time to time on horseback in our street. She was 
in masculine dress. Her trousers had bootstraps, the 
last pair of the kind, along with my father’s, that I re- 
member seeing. Her cap was the queerest part of her 
odd get-up. It reminds me of those sometimes worn 
by lady bieyelistes of the present „ Se was 
naturally hort and the cut of her jacket made her look 
still shorter, when in the saddle. The ensemble of this 
costume was not happy. She sat her sorrel astride and 
ber short legs stuck out at a pronounced angle, which 
was all the more noticeable when you looked at her 
from behind. This shortness of the legs caused the stir. 
rups to be pulled up high, so that Rosa Bonheur on horse- 
back makes me think today of Premiet e Joan of Are 
in the Place des Pyramids! 


Rosa Bonheur dressed in men’s clothes for 
convenience rather than as a pose. She found 
that when going around among the slaughter 
houses if she passed for a boy, or a man, she 
had no trouble, but when she first went in 
women's clothes, she had to have a man wigh 
her as a protection.

Helping Out Negligent Buyers. 

. Wholesalers are receiving many orders for 
immediate delivery on lines for which the 
retail trade neglected a seasonable time to 
cover their ordinary requirements. One 
mrechant sent in an order this week for 
practically an entire bill of fall and winter 
goods. It was impossible for the manufac- 
turer to fill more then half of the order, and 
the merchant sent a caustic reply to the letter 
explaining the situation, forgetful that he 
had been warned in advance. 

Shoe manufacturers make it a practice to 
stop making fall and winter shoes during the 
latter part of the summer, it being necessary 
to start on lines for the following epring at 
least some time during August. By October 
and November, during the natural course of 
trade, they should have on hand a stock of 
goods merely for filing broken lines. 

Salesmen are now on the read with sam- 
ples of shoes for next spring, but instead 
of getting spring orders they are being 
importuned to rush orders for fall and winter 
shoes for this season. By February of next 
year the saleemen will start on the road 
again with fall and winter samples and the 
months of March and April. will correspond to 
October and November as months when 
broken lots will be filled, 


Women’s Velvet Boots in Demand. 
Just now there is a brisk demand on the 
part of the city trade for women’s and misses 
velvet boots and oxfords, a demand so large 
that it can hardly be filled, but as ‘yet the 
country trade has not taken hold on the line. 
As a demand on the part of the city trade 
tor a certain line is invariably followed by 
a similar popularity of the article in the 
country, the out of town retail trade will 
find difficulty in securing the line later in 
the season. N 

One of the local manufacturing firms is 
especially gratified at an order received this 
week from an eastern retail merchant which 
amounted to $8,800. The merchant had been 
accustomed heretofore to trading. entirely in 
the east. but could not secure there a line of 
$2.50 and $4 shoes that he desired to carry.

Once in the old league a three times cham- 
pion club has come back into the champion- 
ship after an interval of two seasons. That 
was a Chicagoteam,too. It was Cap Anson’s 
did White Stockings who won the National 
Jeague pennant three times in succession, in 
7880, 1881, and 1882, were beaten in 1883 and 
18814, and came back on top of the race in 
1885 and 1886. 

Selee, Chance’s Nearest Rival. 

Once a three times champion team has 
come back into the title after an interval 
of three seasons. That was the Boston 
team, managed by the late Frank Selee. 
which won the pennants of 1891, 1892, and 
1898 in the veteran league, was beaten out 
by Baltimore in 1804, 1895, and 1896, then 
claimed the championship again in 1897 and 
1808. 

Still another time has a three time Na- 
tional league pennant winner come back 
after an interval of five seasons.

Since football has 
been played in American institutions plays 
directed on and off the tackles have been 
the secret of every eleven’s offense, and these 
plays are the ones relied upon to gain ground 
this season. With a fast, driving half back 
who has good interferers this is the hardest 
play in the game to stop, and when the run- 
ner hits the forwards his own momentum 
carries him along for an extra yard or two. 


Play as Important as Ever. 

The elimdnation of the push and pull of 
the man with the ball has not depreciated 
the value of this play, and it is sure to be one 
depended upon for gains in later and more 
important games. Any team with a versatile 
attack is sure to gain ground, but the one 
which has two ripping half backs to plunge 
on or Off the tackles is better off than the one 
which depends upon the forward pass for 
most of its gains. | 

The success of offtackle plays depends in 
a large meagure on the end and tackle at the 
attacking: point. A heady tackle is of 
great value on these plays, for he can so | 
adjust himself in the majority of cases 
where it is possible for him to handle his oppo- 
nent alene and allow the end on his side of the 
Ane to check the opposing half. In this manner 
the runner with the ball 1s sure to get up to the 
scrimmage line unmolested and to a point where 
ft. fs easy for him to pick an opening and gain 
eonsiderable ground. :
